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Abstract: This catalog lists and provides pertinent information for holotypes of 21 species and 
allotypes of 12 species in the dipterous family Celyphidae deposited in the Bishop Museum. 


The Celyphidae are a small family of flies found in the Oriental and Ethiopian Regions. 
Of the approximately 83 described species, 67 are Oriental in distribution. 

The Bishop Museum collection houses about 1000 mounted and identified Celyphidae 
comprising 53 species, all of these from the Oriental Region. Of these 53 species, 21 are 
represented by primary types. Allotypes of 12 species and para types of 18 species are also 
deposited in the collection. All of the types are of species described by Tenorio (1969, 1972). 

The format used in this catalog is outlined in Radovsky et al. (1976).
